Jarnes Roosevelt 
Addresses Forum 



"No man ever took a step forward 
without looking back at the past," .said 
James Roosevelt, son of the President 
of the United States, when he opened 
hi.s address at The People's Forum 
,. last night, on the subject of. "Looking 
: Iroward'ÎHc ''IMt Cehturyr^- ' ' 
Bringing a personal note Into his 
speech. Mr. Roosevelt referred to a 
trip taken by his grandinollicr in 1855 
on a tquarc-risscr bound for Hong 
I-wong. via the Cape of Good Hope. In 
those da.vs there were no powerful 
engines, no rcfr.'siration, nor other 
conveniences, on board ship. Mrs. 
Roosevelt i.? still living, and, according 
;o he:- srandton. has much to marvel 
as since tli.Ti time, such things as 
aviation, telegraphy, tc"ephonc, the 
silent movies and talkies, having de- 
veloped rapidly.

Earth quakes In 
District Average 
One Every Year 

■ I lia" '- iif.tiriMC to .say." was thr 
iVpiv fit D'l-lfiv Ciaik of Ihe lîe- 
jinitmcnl of Geology, when asked 
wliethcr he thought recurring 
earth(|uakc shocks might ha.sten 
Ihe fall of the Union Into the ex- 
cavation next door. However, 
when he Ic.irned that Ihe intor- 
viewer did not represent any firm 
of lawyers, but v<a,s merely a re- 
porter, he became more communi- 
cative and gave his theories con- 
ccrnlng the cau.ses of the recent 
disi uib.iii;;r. 

DlnrthfiuaKcs. said Dficlor f;hik. 
are not an unuommon experience 
In Ihl.^ tii.slriel, in fact, there is 
an average of about one a year, 
although mast of them arc too 
small to be at all noticeable. The 
,Si. Lnwrrncf and fl'HSlern Town- 
,ships ritstricl is in a .stale of .slight 
geological instability. This means 
that every once in a while rock 
masses slip and readju.st them- 
selves. Stralas arc then set up 
again and when the strain reaches 
n rr.lical [M-iinl very freriucntly a 
(li.^turbancc in another part of !;he 
world jars it off. Nearly all of the 
earthquakes felt locally come from 
slips and readjustments along 
fault lines bordering the Laurcn- 
tlans or the AppaUchlans. The 
recent one, however, is now known 
to have originated well within the 
Canadian Shield, and the fact that, 
It created such a .strong distur- 
bance in Montreal is itself pretty 
idenrr of ius great strength.

Arabian, Mexican and the 
Present Western Civilization. Accord- 
ing to Spenglcr, Prof. Piles csplainedr 
each civilization had an Indci^ndcht 
existence and life of its own. It en- 
' joy.=. a vitality which ':3.st.s for about 
a thousand year.s. Each ::r\\c. \\i i)hase5 
of childhood, manhocd. oiri ago and 
^ death. Tne cultures r-,c and fall in' 
i iJie stream of history and the new 
' ones which are born never inherit the 
parts of its ancestors. 

.\thcism can, in Spencler',s pluloeo- 
phy. 'oe rightly understood a.s a part 
1 of a. lieciinmz civilization. The un- 
agl'>>ative and creative impulses of the 
mind are losf in the hu?e centres of 
culture. The cities have .served to 
i make human minds operate like ma- 
: chines ar.d in the crange faith :r, lost 
, in m,in and in God. Art which ii:;isted 
at the height of our civilization has 
, now become a sport before fraud con- 
nois-seurs.

The passing of a civilization is 
mark»d oy 'lie growth of Imprnalizm.

Few Great Cultures 
In the comparifon of our culture 
with previous ones, Spengler found 
that in ^all his actions man is only 
telling the story of hi.-nscir.
